TVA EXPANSION BILL 
IS TABLED IN HOUSE 


Committee Refuses To Con- 
sider Senate-Approved 
Measure.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—(?)— 

e administration’s public power 
program received one of its severest 
rebuffs today when the house mili- 
tary committee, by a 13-to-12 vote, 
tabled legislation to broaden the ac- 
tivities of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. 

Talk of substitute legislation imme- 
diately came from both foes and 
friends of the TVA. 

_Representative McLean, republican, 
New Jersey, one of the anti-TVA 
leaders, said he would prepare a 
“proper bill.” Several committeemen 
spoke, too, of the possibility of re- 
considering the tabling, taking up the 
legislation again and rewriting ‘sec- 
tions of it. 

“I think the legislation is going to 
come out of this committee and i: a 
reasonably short time,” remarked 
Representative Maverick, democrat, 
Texas. “I haven't a damn bit of 
doubt about it.” 

By not. reporting out the legisla- 
tion, he said, the committee would per- 
petuate abuses and inefficiency charg- 
ed to the TVA by some committee 
members. 

Tabling “Disciplinary.” 

McLean interpreted the vote to ta- 
ble as a “disciplinary measure.” 

The legislation, which passed the 
senate by a 3-to-1 vote, would declare 
specifically that TVA might sell pow- 
er, generated at dams along the Ten- 
nessee river, in excess of that needed 
for government use. Federal Judge 
Grubbs in Birmingham held the pres- 
ent law does not authorize the mar- 
keting of surplus power. 

It would boost from $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 the amount of bonds 
TVA might issue and permit the 
'money to be used for purchase of pri- 
|vate power generating and distribut- 
|ing systems. 
| Six democrats joined seven repub- 
licans in voting to table the legisla- 
tion, which has been the subject of 
| Protracted hearings in which angry 
| words flashed between members. 

Representatives May and Edmiston, 
'who favored tabling, said they under- 
| stood Representative Schaefer might 
|move for reconsideratica of the ac- 
tion, paving the way for amendments. 

“But if we do consider TVA legis- 
lation again,” May remarked, “we 
want to write it ourselves and not 
have it dictated by the brain trust.” 

Proposed Changes. 

He predicted any new legislation 
would drastically change the original 
TVA act so as to restrict the author- 
‘ity and board of directors, compel 
them to await definite directions from 
congress, provide that all TVA _ pur- 
chases be on a competitive bidding 
basis, and require TVA to conform 
to accounting practices of the general 
accounting office. 

Maverick asserted a competitive 
bidding requirement probably would 
go into the legislation, as suggested 
by Comptroller General McCarl. An 
audit of McCarl’s office took excep- 
tion to numerous TVA purchases be- 
cause they had not been made on a 
competitive basis. 

The Texan asserted, furthermore, 
it was likely the committee would de- 
cide against giving TVA the right to 
approve private, power developments 
at any point in the Tennessee river 
isystem. The Aluminum Company of 
America seeks to go ahead with plans 
'to expand its system of dams and 
power plants on the Little Tennessee 
river—in compliance only with deci- 
sions of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion and army engineers.

Grady Was Vigorous Personality, 
Coulter Tells University Students 


ATHENS, Ga. May 24.—(#)— 
Henry W. Grady was described to- 
day as a vigorous, active and deter- 
mined person by Dr.-E. M. Coulter, 
professor of history at the University 
of Georgia, as students of the Grady 
School of Journalism paid tribute to 
the man for whom their institution 
is named. 


Second Program, 


The program honoring the eminent 
Georgia editor, was sponsored by the 
University chapter of Sigma Delta 
Chi, national journalistic fraternity. 
It was the second such program held 
at the University. The first being con- 
ducted last year when T. W. Reed, 
registrar of the university and for- 
mer associate of Grady on the At- 
lanta Constitution, was the speaker. 


Dr. Coulter told the _ students 
“Grady did more than any one man 
to bring the north and south back 
together following the Civil War. He 
was the south’s ambassador of good 
will and was looked upon as such,” 


Throughout his life, the speaker 
said, Grady was always human, much 
like a boy, never growing up and 
keenly enjoying travel and roaming 
about. 

“His favorite food was toasted 
cheese,” Dr. Coulter said, and his 
mother always had a plate of it on 
the table when he came home (Ath- 
ens) on his numerous visits. 


“To many people Grady is better 
known as an orator than as a jour- 
nalist.

For instance, a leading republican inflationist made the best 
bonus defense speech. His argument ran this way: There is already 
plenty of money outstanding, but no one can get it, because it is 
in the banks. Therefore, congress should pass the bonus and put 
two billions more in circulation. (This two billion would wind up 
in the banks within 30 days, thus doubling the excess reserves situ- 
ation which the speaker deplored.) 

The star speech on the other side was made by an anti-bonusite 
who pleaded long and loudly that the president, not congress, had 
the responsibility for money policy and that therefore congress 
should never interfere with. the president on money matters. Ap- 
parently he forgot the section of the constiution which says that 
congress has the responsibility for fixing the value of money, etc. 

The whole discussion was further proof that congressional de- 
bate is not what it pretends to be. The speakers first decide which 
side they are going to be on and then seek pretexts to justify them- 
selves and their political clients. They are not disinterested legis- 
lators, but attorneys for the prosecution or defense.

EN ROUTE TO HONOLULU 


Several Days of Leisure for 
Sailors, Fliers on Hawaiian 
Shores Expected. 


By the Associated Press. 

A great concentration of American 
naval power, including the mid-Pacifia 
sky armada and 166 ships of the 
fleet, was converging upon an un« 
concerned Honolulu last night. 

Forty powerful planes which figure 
ed in the spectacular high seas opera- 
tion that resulted in eight fatalities, 
the loss of two flying craft and col- 
lision damage to four destroyers sped 
toward Pearl harbor from their secret 
“reggae 2000 miles west of Hono- 
ulu. 

Another squadron at the same time 
was preparing for a 1,323-mile non- 
stop flight from Midway island to Ho- 
nolulu. 

Reports the mass flight would as- 
sume the form of an “air raid” were 
discounted by both army and Navy au- 
thorities in the Honolulu region but 
caused some indignation among the 
citizenry. 

The “air raid” rumors had it that 
the city would be asked to extinguish 
all lights and the citizens requested 
to remain indoors. 

“We are not European peasants, to 

be told when to jump and how high,” 
said one Honoluluan. “A request that 
civilians stay indoors would only re 
sult in emptying every house to see 
what was going to happen.” 
_ The fleet in general was reported. 
interested mainly in attempting to an-: 
chor en masse with 166 ships in Pearl 
harbor as a strategic experiment. 

An authoritative source in Honolula 
said he understood the spectacular war 
games were “temporarily over” al- 
though it had been officially announces 
ed the maneuvers would continue un- 
til June 10. Other officers said a mass 
attack on Honolulu had been consid- 
ered but dropped. 

The 200 men of the air armada and 
the 50,000 of the fleet looked forward

NEW YORK, May 24.—(UP)—The 
stock market tonight again gave indi- 
cations of turning highly selective as 
traders watched the French financial 
situation. 


On Tuesday the French government 
will seek dictatorial powers in han- 
dling the financial situation to erase 
a tremendous budget deficit. But gold 
continues to whirl out of Paris.
